Mr. J. F. Given whose likeness appears on 
our first page, is lessee and manager of Power's 
Grand Opera House, at Decatur, Il, and pro- 
prietor of the City Bill Posting plant of that 
city. The opera house is the property of 
Messrs. ©. G. and H. M. Powers, and Mr. 
Given was appointed manager in 1896. Mr. 
Given was formerly a tea expert, and knew 
practically nothing about the treatrical business 
when he came to Decatur, but, possessing a 
thorough business experience, he applied the 
same push and vim to the theatrical and_ bill- 
posting business that he had always exhibited 
in other enterprises. His first work was to get 
the people to understand that when he said 
a show would be good, that they could depend 
upon his word. For the past seven years he 
has been making yearly trips to New York 
City to book shows for the commg season. Five 
years aso he was selected to do the booking 
for the circuit in which nis house is a link, 
and he has been re-elected each year, and he 
has booked for as many as twenty-one dif- 
ferent theatres. He appreciates this honor 
which has been bestowed upon him, and it is a 
fact which he may be proud of that he has 
never had a complaint. This year he has suc- 
ceeded in booking for the Decatur Opera House 
one of the strongest lists of one-night stands 
of any manager in the country. Some of the 
big shows, such as Ben Hur, Prince of Pilsen, 
and Castle Square have been booked for a two- 
night’s stand. 

When Mr. Given took hold of the Bill Post- 
ing plant it was doing barely enough business 
to keep one bill poster through the summer. 
He at once put up new boards and got things 
down to a money-making business basis. At 
the present time the plant is four times as 
large as it was when he took charge of it in 
1896 and it is being constantry mereased. He 
has always gone after commercial work and 


never fails to have his boards full 
ef evidences of his work. His main 
trouble has been to secure desirable 
positions for boards. By his system 


every person gets just what they pay for. A 
short time after taking up this work he real- 
ized the need of an account book for billposters, 
and the result of his ingenuity is that Biil- 
posters all over the land now have ‘“Given’s 
Bill Posters’ Account Book.” This is the only 


account book of its kind, and is fully pro- 
tected by copyrights. He offered this book 
to the National Association soon after its com- 


pletion, but as they said for nim to get it 
out, he has done so, and now they are used 
extensively by billposters, They will save 
many dollars in the course of a year to the 
hustling billposter. 

In addition to the above, Mr. Given is gen- 
eral agent for the Southern Mutual Investment 
Company, and agent for the Orlando Powers’ 
Estate. 


KANSAS WHEAT CROP. 

Secretary of Agriculture Coburn Says the to- 
tal yield of wheat in Kansas this year will be 
Inore than 90,000,000 bushels, and that 6,000,- 
000 acres were harvested. Corn is raised at 
seven percent of an average crop, which is 
100,000,000. This year’s total production is 
greater by 66 percent, or 35,946,200 bushels 
than that of 1902, and surpasses even the 
Yleld of 1901 of 90,045,514 bushels, making the 
heaviest crop in Kansas history. No state has 
ever egualled the total production of Kansas 
wheat crop in 1903 according to the Agriculture 
Department of the United States and this 
year’s yield is greater than that of 1900 by 
about 18 per cent., and greater than 1901 by 
1.75 per cent. 

According to the assessor's returns, this 
year’s total area of corn ig 6,521,193 acres, or 
less than the 1902 area by about 470,000 acres, 
or 6.7 per cent. The general average condition 
for the entire state’s area is 70.

OBITUARY. 

John Elisler, father of Effie Ellsler, the act- 
ress, and himself a veteran acror and theatrical 
manager, died at his home in Memphis, Tenn., 
August 21, at the age of 82 years, of heart dis- 
ease. Mr. Elisler was born in Harrisburg, Pa., 
September 26, 1821. In 1826 he went to Phila- 
delphia, where he began his theatrical career 
with Wm.

Upon examination it was discovered 
that Sargent was hurt internally and Kellog’s 
left arm was broken, besides being badly bruised 
about the hips and left limb. Mr. Sargent died 
Sunday morning, August 9, at 9:15. His rela- 
tives could not be located and he was given a 
splendid burial in the Hillsboro cemetery by 
the privilege people of the show, of which he 
was a member.

FROM NORTH TO SOUTH. 


Last year Britain's billposters held thelr an- 
nual conference at Scarborougn tn the north of 
England; this year, Plymouth in Cornwall— 
one of the southernmost points, was selected. 
Occasion may be taken to point out that Eng- 
land’s billposting magnates show considerable 
forethought in chosing a seaside resort, since 
they are thus enabled to combine business with 
pleasure and health; for Plymouth, in addition 
to being a most interesting place, boasts of 
the loveliest fresh air imaginable. It will, 
perhaps, not be out of place to mention that | 
the town is celebrated for its Hoe, a favorite 
promenade; the Saltash Bridge, a fine example 
of engineering skill; Mount Edgecumbe; the 
island to which Sir Francis Drake, the intrepid 
mariner, has given his name; the Spanish Ar- 
mada memorial; the old Barbican, from which 
the historic ‘‘Mayflower’’ sailed for America, 
and the famous Eddystone Lighthouse. During 
the evenings the members of the Association 
made merry at the local tnearres; went boating 
in the harbor, and amused themselves in other 


— Fourteen Years in Existence. 


For fourteen years hag the United Billposter’s 
Association of Great Britain held its annual 
meeting and with each successive year has the 
Association increased in influence, in addition to 
widening the scope of its activity and gaining 
in influence. And what is particularly gratify- 
ing ig that the postermen support their Ass»- 
ciation to a man almost. For instance, thouch 
it was found necessary last year to double be 
subscriptions, not only have me old members 
cheerfully bowed to the decision, but a num- 
ber of new applicants have sent in their names 
for membership. 

“Censorship Committee.’’ 

For some time past the ‘‘Censorsbip Commit- 
tee"’ has done cioctient work. The object of 
the committee is to guard members of the As- 
sociation from possible annoyance, loss and 
trouble by the putting out of posters which are 
likely to offend the public taste, or to prove 
harmful to the public morals. With this end 
in view, each poster is submitted to the com 
mittee, who sit in judgment on it—declining to 


sanction it should they think fit, . Thus, pos- 
ters such as the notorious “Za Za’’ are of 
some years back, are now unknown in Eng- 


land, and those anti-poster maniacs who 
at the most harmless pictorial posters as though 
improper French photographers no longer have 
any grounds to go upon. It is, in this connec- 


tion, interesting to note that the Secretary of 
the ‘Censorship Committee’’ possesses an al- 
bum in which photographs of all condemned 


posters are pasted. 
ers and touring and 


Formerly the poster print- 
theatrical managers were 
not allowed to have a voice in the doings of 
the “Censorship Committee."" Now, however, 
they are, much to their gratification, duly rep 
resented. Occasion may be taken to point out 
that the work of British postermen is some- 
what handicapped by the hostile action of a 
pack of busybodies known as “‘the Society for 
Checking the Abuse of Public Advertising. 
The Association's Directory and Official Organ—_ 
“The Billposter.”’ 

Directory, which is freely circulated, and 
pa, & most Teast. gratuitously, finds its ex- 
penses covered by the income derived from its 
advertisements. ‘The Billposter,"’ which has 
led a useful existence for seventeen years, 
boasts a reassuring number of subscribers. 

Parliamentary Agitation. 

During the year many private bills contain 
ing clauses prejudicial to the trade have been 
introduced in Parliament, the number amounting 
to vixteen. In each case they nave been suc- 
cessfully tackled by the postermen. One of 
these bills was of so fatal a nature, conutain- 
ing, ag it did, absurdly strmngent regulations, 
that it was of the utmost importance that it 
should be successfully fought by those whose 
interests it threatened to swamp.

A Notable Speech at the Annual Dinner. 


Mr. T. H. Geake, of the Port of Plymouth 
Chamber of Commerce, proposed ‘‘Succesg to 
the United  Billposters’ Association.” The 
toast, he observed, must bring to their minds 


the vast differgpce in present day methods of 
trading compared “with those adopted by their 
forefathers. It was an apt illustration of the 
parody npoen the well-known Shakesperian line, 
“Sweet are the uses of advertisement.’’ Now- 


ed by its educational nature. It was not too 
much to say that the Association had been a 
school in which they had learned to solve to 
a great extent the problems affecting their 
business, thereby increasing and broadening 


the knowledge of the members in all matters 
directly and indirectly affecting their trade. 
fhis educational influence, contemporaneous 
with self-improvement, whereby the trade had 
worked out its own salvation, or, at any rate. 
prevented its destruction, had not been con- 
fined to the members alone; it had also spread 
information as to its true character amongst 
municipal and corporation officials, members 
of Parliament, and a large section of the pub- 
lic, and in so doing had established its right 
to be treated as one of the great industries of 
the country, performing a work useful apd 
beneficial, especially to the great masses of 
their people. From its inception till now the 
Association had had a strenuous fight against 
powerful enemies, influenced by the outery of 
faddists who set up a highly questionable 
standard of beauty, and who were sublimely 
unconscious of utility, or the commercial and 
social needs of the people. Local governing 
bodies had sought powers from Parliament to 
circumsecribe and, it might be, wholly prohibit 
the public display of pictorial and other pla- 
ecards. The concession of such powers would 
not only be subservise to liberty, but would 
also deprive the public of a convenient means 
of getting information which concerned them 
in many ways. Further, it would strike a blow 


at commercial enterprise generally, and se- 
riously injure several special industries. In 
their struggle they had had to contend against 
municipal and corporate bodies innumerable, 
the London County Council, and again and 
again in the committee rooms of Parliament; 
and though they had not emerged from the 


fight unscathed, they had gained the increased 
respect of opponents—a respect which would 
make for future peace. Inspired by this hope. 
animated by a determination to bring their 


business into perfect accord with public sen- 
timent, they had confidence that they would 
leave to their successors an improved and in- 
creasing heritage. (Applause.) 


Bailie MeMillan spoke in behalf of American 
postermen, paying many compliments and in- 
dulging in exotic flowers of speech.
